9. Spoke to Gen. Samford respecting the evaluation of the U.S. 
vulnerability study and agreed to sit in with him and Dr. Hoover tomorrow. 
Also mentioned to Gen. Samford the necessity of designating a new chairman 
for the watch Committee and noted that Col. Porter’s name had been suggested. 
Samford indicated that Porter would be unavailable, but undertook to think 
this over and phone me. I told Gen. Samford that it might be desirable to 
appoint a temporary chairman, for the time being. 


10. Spoke with Mr. Armstrong of State and made arrangements to 
see him early next week respecting coordination of intelligence support for 
Psychological -Warfare, and related matters. 


11, Also spoke with Mr. Armstrong on the problem of replacing 
chairman of the Watch Committee and requested him to phone after he had had 
a chance to think this matter over. I also mentioned to him the possi- 
bility that an acting chairman should be appointed for the time being.
